About ISO person* were 
standing on it lo view the launching oi 
Ute freighter W aukau. 
Only three bodies bad been reeov 
ered. 
Twenty-two 
injured 
perron* 
were taken to the Harrim an hospital 
Some of the victim s, practically all 
of whom were men. managed to grasp 
the scaffolding and were pulled to safe 
ty. 
A sailor In the crowd of spectators 
jumped overboard 
aud 
pulled 
two 
drowning men ashore. 
The bodies re­ 
covered were those of shipyard em­ 
ployes who live in Bristol. 
Tbouuands had assembled to see the 
launching and witnesses of the acci­ 
dent say tile scaffolding seemed to 
turn over, precipitating Its oecupant* 
into 25 feet of water.
